The normal and permanent 
relations of peace are entitled to the 
maximum of consideration and it 
should be clearly recognized that the 
burden of proof lies with belligerents 
if their abnormal relations pt 
them to infringe upon rights of States 
remaining at’ peace. 

“Restriction of rights should be 
made to fall upon those who e 
disturbers of the peace, even if neu- 
tral States have to organize for the 
declaration and support of such a 
principle.”

-ONDON, Feb. 19.—The British re- 
plies to the American notes on the 
use of the American flag by the 

Cunard line steamer Lusitania and 
the decision to hold the. cargo of the 
American steamer Wilhelmina to a 
prize court were delivered to Walter 
Hines Page,. the American Ambassa- 
dor, today. 

The potes make clear that, while 
there is no intention to resort to the 
use of neutral flags generally, Great 
Britain thinks that neutral countries 
should not begrudge her ships this 
privilege, in view of Germany's threat 
to destroy British sea commerce and, 
further, that in view of the latest 
German policy of sea warfare, Great 
Britain contemplates declaring al! 
foodstuffs to Germany absolute con- 
traband. 

Both notes are of a conciliatory 
character. That in reference to the 
use of the American flag points out 
that the United States resorted to the 
use of the British flag during the 
Civil War, and that if Germany fol- 
lows the usual’ custom of ascertain- 
ing definitely the nationality of ships 
stopped by her warships no 
can be done to neutral vessels. 


‘WILHELMINA’S CASE. 

The detention of the Wilhelmina’s.

CAPLAN IS HELD 

FOR EXTRADITION 

Offers no for 
Changing His Name. 


Conducted a Barber Shop on 
Bainbridge Island. 


Had Lived Around Seattle 
_ Three Y ears or More. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SEATTLE (Wash.) Feb. 
fugitive warrant to enable t Kit- 
sap county authorities to hold their 
prisoner until extradition papers are 
received from Los Angeles, Was for- 
mally issued tcday against David Cap- 
lan, arrested last night on his chicken 
ranch on Bainbridge Isiand for al- 
leged complicity in the dynamiting of 

the Los Angeles Times Building. 
Caplan, who was talkative when ar- 
rested last night, became reticent 


after consulting a Seattle attorney to- 
day, and declined to discuss his case 
except to make a genera! denial of 
the assertions made by Walter Rk. 
Thayer, a Burns detective, who en- 
gineered Caplan’s arrest. 
The prisoner, who has been known 
to the residents in the vicinity of 


Reiling Bay, where he conducted a/© 


barber shop, as Frank Moller, ad- 
mitted to reporters today that he was 
David Caplan, but would offer no 
explanation for changing his name 
after locating on Bainbridge Island. 

“I liked the name of Frank Moller 
better,” was all he would say when 
asked by reporters why he adopted 
a false name. 

Caplan passed last night in the Kit- 
sap County Jail at Port Orchard, 
handcuffed to a detective. Keiling 
Bay, on Bainbridge Island, where 
Caplan was arrested in a cabin. yes- 
terday, is twelve miles from Seattle. 
Port Orchard is farther away. out of 
reach of railroad and telegraph, with 
service and infrequent 

r landings. 

Detective Walter Thayer. who di- 

? the arrest, says that Caplan 
admitted his identity and expressed re- 
Hef at his arrest. 

Caplan, tn the jail at Port Orcharé, 
said that he had been in Seattle and 
Rolling Bay for about three years; 
that he had $300 on deposit in Seat- 
tle; that he was not a steelwcrker, 
but a member of the Barbers’ Union, 
and that he was never in Los Angeles 
except as he passed in and out while 
working as a railroad news agent four 
years ago. It was learned today that 
a number of persons on Puget Sound 
knew of Caplan’s whereabouts and 
identity, and visited him in his cabin. 
A further search of the cabin and its 
surroundings was made by detectives 


CAPLAN ST'YLL SUFFERING. 

Caplan was suffering from 
toothache today, but was not in as, 
much distress as when | last 
night. 

He declined to pose for newspaper 
photographers, and when Deputy 
Sheriff Davis sought by a ruse to get 
him outside, where a motion picture 
operator might catch him in action, 
he balked, declaring that he would 
not leave his cell unless compelled to, 
and that if ne was taken out by force 
there would be no pictures taken. Da- 
vis decided that he haa no authority 
to compel Caplan to pose for the pic- 
ture man against his wii, and Caplan 
remained inside. 

After the formalities In connection’ 
with holding Caplan pending the ar- 
rival of an officer from Los Angeles 
were completed, Detectives Walter R. 
Thayer of Seattle, and Charies Trot- 
ter of Minneapolis returned to Rolling 
Bay to research Caplan’s barber 
and chicken ranch for additional evi- 
dence. Nothing of importance in ad- 
dtiion to that the detectives said they 
found last night was discovered. 

Caplan’s barber shop was a neat 
little establishment adjoining the prin- 
cipal grocery estore in Rolling Bay, a 
small settlement on the Bainbridge 
Island bluff overlooking Puget Sound. 
A sign on the building announced 
that the proprietor, Frank Moller, 
would shave the residents of Rolling 
Bay and vicinity on Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Saturdays. A membership 
ecard in the Barber’s Union was the 
only document round in the barber 
shop. 

Two miles north of Rolling Bay is 
Capian's chicken ranch. A small shack 
containing two tiny rooms, scantily 
furnished, a lean-to woodshed and a 
commodious chicken house sheltering 
200 chickens, comprise the bu 
on his property. 

CLEARS SIX ACRES.

Bay. An empty dynamite box was on 
the porch. Three sticks of dynamite 
were found in Caplan’s house iast 
night. Caplan today said he had pur- 
chased the dynamite in Seattle to use 
in blowing up stumps on his land. 

The furniture tn Caplan’s shack 
consisted of a small kitcnen stove, a 
table, a few chairs and a couch in 
one room, and a small bed and a 
dresser made of goods boxes in the 
other. 

Several popular magazines and a 
book of Brieux’s plays lay on a box 
beside the bed. No names were in- 
scribed in the box or on the maga- 
zines. 

The detectives had previously re- 
moved all letters from the shack. 
They asserted that these contained 
valuable evidence involving Caplan 
and ‘other men in the dynamite con- 
spiracy, but declined to make them 
public. Caplan denied that any letters 
found in his cabin contained any- 
thing connecting him or any one else 
with the dynamiters. 

D. Cc. Karr, whom Caplan retained 
as his attorney, has a country home 
at Rolling Pay. and has known Cap-‘ 
lan as Frank Moller for two years.

WILSON'S TOUCH. 


Pressing of Button at Noon 
well Start Machinery. 


Great Parade and Dedication 
is Scheduled Today. 


Illumination in Evening to 
Complete Festivity. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 19.—In- 
stead of the lone sunrise gun that 
brings in other days of the year, dawn 
tomorrow in San Francisco will be ac- 
claimed by salvos of artillery from the 
batteries on both sides of the Golden 
Gate and from the warships at anchor 
in the bay. Five minutes later, twen- 
ty drum corps will roll and swagger 
through the streets, shrilling to all

As they ap- 
proach the entrance to the concourse 
fronting the Tower of Jewels. there 
will be assembling in the California 
building at o'clock, the president 
and vice-president of the exposition, 
the directors, the State Exposition 
Commission, the National Exposition 
Commission, the woman's board, rep- 
resentatives of the army and navy, 
directors of divisions. chiefs of de- 
partments, heads of bureaus and 
others. 


LINE OF MARCH. 

These will march down the Avenue 
of Palms. escorted by. exposition 
guards, United States marines and the 
exposition band, to the temporary 
grand stand erected in front of the 
Tower of Jewels. As they take their 
places, Gov.

President Moore will cali 
President Wilson in Washington on a 
long distance telephone line previous- 
ly set up and waiting, at noon Pacific 
Coast time, to notify him that the ex- 
position awaits his touch to be opened. 
The President will touch a button, a 
wireless spark will flash through the 
air across the continent, and on its 
receipt the national colors will be 
raised, salutes will be fired, the Foun- 
tain of Energy will leap upward, all 
the whisties in the city and harbor 
will bellow. and the main door of the 
Palace of Machinery will swing open, 
disclosing the exhibits in motion. 

As all this activity springs into life, 
President Moore will tell President 
Wilson that the kinetic spark he 
loosed has been transformed into mul- 
tiform color and fiux, that the ex- 
position is open. President Wilson in 
return will send his spoken greeting.

For the use of the patients under 
the care of Dr. Carrel and his as- 
Sistants, according to the institute's 
announcement, the French govern- 
ment has requisitioned a hotel which 
hae been converted into a hospital, 
with acc 1odations for about one 
hundred patients. In addition to the 
reguiar surgical unit of the hospital 
Carrel will have a staff of bac- 
ists and technicolo- 
laboratory unit. The

RUSSIANS LEAVE _ 
FIGHTING SPHERE. 


ATLANTIC CARLIE AND A. P.] 
PETROGRAD, Feb. 19 (via Lon- 
don) Feb. 20, 12:30 a.m.—The follow- 
ing official communication was issued 


this evening: 
“The Russian troops in the region 
of Augustowo are leaving the sphere 


of fighting. 

“Near Ossowetz, on the road to 
Homza, an action is developing. 

“On the Donajec River (Galicia) 
front intense firing is going on. The 
attempts of the Austrians to approach 
our works on the left bank of the 
river near Ostinoff broke down. 

J) “In the Carpathians, in the region 
of Kassionki and northeast of Stropks, 
\we repulsed a series of hostile at- 
tacks. Our troops, by a dashing bay- 
onet attack, captured the height north 
of Voliamskhoff. At daybreak of the 
17th inst. our battalions captured, in 
the region of Zavadok, a smal! fortifi- 
cation and killed the Germans defend- 
ing it. The German counter-attack, in 
massed formation, was repulsed with 
heavy losses. 

“In the Wysakow region, where 
sanguinary fighting continues, we 
have taken in the last two days over 
2000 prisoners and six machine guns.”

‘|| DENOMINATIONS FACE PROBLEM. 


As might be expected of any com- 
mission headed by President King, 
first importance is given to the whole 
problem of religious education. An 
examination of the elaborate and de- 
tailed report makes clear that this is 
more than a mere administrative 
scheme for the sake of economy and 


efficiency, but has a far greater ob-/| 


jective, that of being nothing less than 
a fresh attempt to front the present 
problems of religious education in 
America. 

The magnitude of this subject is 
suggested by the fact that two historic 
American denominations, the Congre- 
gationalists and Northern Presbyteri- 
ans, are dealing with it in their high- 
est courts during the present year. 

The concerted national campaign in 
behalf of Christian education of all 
denominations has already been 
treated in this column. ‘ 

The Presbyterian Special Committee 
on Education, which will report in 
May. proposes a consolidation of the 
College Board and Board of Educa- 
tion. All members of the committee 
are agreed upon this. Whether the 
educational work of the Sunday- 
school board shall be included is an 
open question, which is likely to be 
seriously affected by the action of the 
Congregationalists, who have gone far 
in reorganizing their Congregational 
Sunday-school and publishing society. 

The Congregationalists are farther 
on than the Presbyterians, in that 
they have only one educational so- 
clety. But now this commission's re- 
port proposes a consolidation of the 
Education Society with the American 
Missionary Association, which con- 
ducts an educational work among the 
negroes. 

AN EDUCATIONAL PROPAGANDA. 

Two agencies for education are pro- 
posed by the plan which has now 
been presented to the Congregational 
churches. 

The first of these is the “Mission- 
ary Education Group,” combining, as 
indicated, two existing agencies. This 
will have a common general secre- 
tary, with as many departmental sec- 
retaries as may be found necessary, 
and its headquarters will be in New 
York, with branches in Boston, Chi- 
cago and San Francisco. 

Three departments are proposed. 
The first is for the management of 
such schools and institutions as are 
under the control of the existing so- 
cieties. 

The second will be the Departm@nt 
of Aided Institutions, granting finan- 
cial assistance to academies, colleges, 
theological seminaries and training 
schools. 

The third department is that of 
Student Welfare and Life Work. This 
is a recognition of student evan- 
gelism, and of the denomination’s part 
in assisting to prepare young people 
for distinctive religious work. 

NEW FACING OF HOME MISSIONS. | 

Disregarding precedents, the com- 


mission has dealt with a strong hand 
with the whole problem of denomina- 
tional propaganda and aggressive 
Christian activity. The Home Mis- 
sion Extension group has been made 
to include the Home Missionary Soci- 
ety, the Congregational Church Build- 
ing Society and the Sunday-school ex- 
tension work of the Sunday-school 
and Publishing Society. All these are 
brought into one organization, with 
one general secretary, and the head- 
quarters will be in New York. Un- 
der the control of this organization 
will be the work of planning and 
maintaining new churches; of help- 
ing to erect church buildings and the 
inauguration and maintenance of 
mission Sunday-schools. ” 

PUBLICITY. EDUCATION AND 

CIAL SERVICE. 


Controversy is sure to rage around 
the third proposition of the commis- 
sion, which changes the name of the 
Publishing Society to the Congrega- 
tional Board of Religious Education. 
The aim is to make one comprehen- 
sive and unified agency for distinctly 
educational work of the church. This 
differs from the Missionary Educa- 
tion Group in that the latter accepted 
the missionary end, and the objective 
of maintaining educational institu- 
sions. 

The board of religious education 
will be engaged in educational propa- 
ganda. All the present functions of 
the old board, except that of Sabbath- 
echool extension, will remain in the 
new organization, with others of seri- 
ous importance added thereto. As in 
the case of the other consolidations, 
there will be one general secretary, 
with all needed assistants. 

Four departments are called for un- 
der the new scheme—publication, mis- 
sionary education, social service and 
general religious - education. The

PASSES AWAY. 


EasT’ HIGHLANDS, Feb. 


lewis Fillmore Cram, a resident of 
this place for fifty-nine years, and one 
of the pioneer orange men of the sec- 
tion, died here last night. was 
81 years old and was in the best of 
health until a few weeks ago. He 
contracted a cold, it: settled on his 
lungs and death from pneumonia re- 


sulted. 

Mr. Cram came to Southern Call- 
fornia in 1852 and in 1856 # pur- 
chased the ranch here, now known as 
the “Homestead,” and engaged in hay 
and grain ranching. At that time there 
was no water for irrigation and the 
ranchers depended on the rains for 
their crops. He was one of the first to 
take water out of the Santa Ana Riv- 
er, which now irrigates all the fertile 
lands of this valley. 

He planted the first orange trees 
in East Highlands and for many years 
has been one of the leading orange 
growers of the East Highlands bench, 
famed for its fruit. At the time of his 
death he owned an eighty-acre grove 
of oranges and lemons, one of the 
best in the section. 

Mr. Cram was the father of a large 
family and all of his sons and daugl 
ter live in East Highlands. The sons 
are all orange growers. He leaves a 
widow and the following sons: An- 
drew, William, Frank, James, Edward 
and Robert. There pe one daughter, 
Mrs. J. M. Cole.

It is a shame to 
have our products so delightful that 
the people of other cities and States 
have to save them to look at. Well, 
sometimes we think ourselves that 
they are almost too beautiful to eat. 


Oh, by the way, do you happen to 
have an acquaintance with the sweet 
lemon? It is a delightful fruit, full of 
juice and of a most delicate flavor. It 
is very much as if an apple were all 
cider from the skin to the core. In 
looks it resembles any other lemon, 
but if you bite into it you will have a 
nice surprise.

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Sale of Munitions of War. 


44 HE custom of selling munitions of 
war te belligerents engaged in con- 
flict by neutral nations has been recog- 
nized internationally at all times, and 
has never been questioned until now. 
It is a matter of the utmost importance 
to the United States how this question 
shall be settled. | 


The extreme pacificists condemn the 
practice im a very wholesale way, and 
the sympathizers with one side or the 
other in the conflict are divided in their 
opinion according to the interests of 
the nation in whose behalf their sym- 
pathies are enlisted. These people, 
too, are calling out aloud that we cease 
the sale of munitions of war to either 
side. 

There are two or three reflections in 
this connection which can scarcely es- 
cape the thoughtful mind. In the first 
place the conflict is inflicting untold 
hardship upon neutrals who have noth- 
ing to do with stirring up the strife. 
To prohibit the sale of munitions o 
war would aggravate these hardships 
to a very large extent. But we might 
bear that if it were not that it involves 
our neutrality to its very core. 

The right of selling munitions of war 
to belligerents has never been ques- 
tioned. It is scarcely fair to change. 
the rules right while the game is in 
progress. The proper time to change 
the rules is after a game has been 
played out and before another has be- 
gun. | 

But to stop the sale of munitions of 
war at the present time would be an 
act decidedly unfriendly to some of 
the belligerents engaged. The right 
to sell has been recognized by all na- 
tions, and it has been put up to the 
belligerents to prevent these warlike 
supplies from reaching the enemy. 
For us to change the rules in the mid- 
dle of the game would necessarily be 
an arbitrary act done on our own in- 
itiative and without consulting the 
other nations concerned. If such ac- 
tion should be taken by us and it 
helped one side, unable to obtain these 
munitions of war, by putting the other 
side on an equality in this respect, it 
might very well be construed as an 
unfriendly act entirely outside of 
strict neutrality. Nor can it be con- 
tended that selling munitions of 
war to a country able to land them 
and use them would be an act lacking 
in neutrality, for the simple reason 
that we are only following out the 
rules of the game as heretofore estab- 
lished, and, as said before, the time to 
change the rules is not while the game 


is in progress. 


Climate and Civilization. 

HE headline in this article is 

borrowed from one in the Feb- 
ruary Harper’s Magazine over an 
article from the pen of Ellsworth 
Huntington of the Department of 
Geography in Yale University. 
Prof. Huntington has made an 
exhaustive study of the influence 
of climate upon civilization. He 
finds that a climate like that of Eng- 
land, where the changes of tempera- 
ture are not great either during the 
day nor during the season and soaked 
with a good deal of humidity is most 
favorable to the development of civili- 
zation. He marks in a map certain 
regions of Western Europe and in the 
western continent that portion of the 
United States known generally as the 
northern tier reaching up into Canada 
and down about to Virginia and back 
from the Atlantic to the Rocky Moun- 
tains as the regions of the earth where 
climate most helps civilization. 

We take exception to this article 
and its conclusions. In the first place, 
we take the liberty of doubting the en- 
tire accuracy of the facts stated; not 
that we would charge the distin- 
guished professor with deliberate 


falsification, but we claim that in this 


as in all like studies there is great dan- 
ger of too quick generalization. We 
doubt very much if the conclusions 
are based upon enough facts to war: 
rant the deductions made. 


Another fault we find with the arti- 
cle is that civilization is confused in 
the writer's mind with entirely mate- 
rial things. The study is based on the 
physical efficiency the individuals 
on whom the tests were made. It is 
our contention that civilization em- 
braces more than mere physical effi- 
ciency, and that the arts and sciences 
outrank in importance mere material 
industries. 


Keeping these exceptions in mind, 
we would point to Greece, to Pales- 
tine, to Itaiy and Southern France, 
and going much farther back, we 
would point to Egypt and India as the 
regions where civilization . was first 
and most rapidly developed and 
where civilization was brought to the 
highest points in the ancient and medi- 


f}eval world. 


There is patriotism ittvolved in this 


objection of ours, for we claim the ar-— 


ticle does a gross injustice to Califor- 
nia. Los Angeles has chosen as its 
motto: “The city where nature aids 
industry most.” By nature is meant 
undoubtedly climate and its influences. 
When you come to broaden the scope 


of these influences so as to take in the- 


temperamental, artistic and literary 
side of humanity, its soul, spirit and 
brains, rather than the skeleton, nerves 
and muscles of the human body, it is 
the contention of all who know much 
about the subject that California, re- 
sembling so closely the countries 
around the Mediterranean, is produc- 
ing and will continue to produce a 
type of civilization far higher than 
that of Boeotian England or any of 
the densely fog-covered, sun-obscured 
regions of the earth. It was Greece 
with her old poetic mountains breath- 
ing inspiration and _ her pellucid air 
that gave us the great tragic poets, 
fyric poets, orators and philosophers 
of the ancient world. It was Italy 
with her similar climate that gave us 
the great painters and sculptors of 
medieval times, together with the 
poets of the ancient days, and Dante, 
one of the three great epic geniuses o 
humanity. 

Southern California is going to pro- 
duce artists, poets and orators as did 
the other countries of the sun named 
above. 


The Middle City. 

O LD China has always plumed her- 

self very much on being the mid- 
dle kingdom, which has meant to the 
Celestials that it occupies the middle 
of the universe. In other words, as a 
kingdom China has been conceited as 
Boston as a city, claiming to be the 
hub of the universe. 

Both China and Boston will have to 
yield to Los Angeles.

The trouble in preparing and 
fertilizing the soil, the grading, the 
seeding, the rolling, the protecting, the 
watering, the weeding, the mowing 
and the guarding all represent a, con- 
tinuous expenditure of work and gold, 
but it is a labor of love after all and 
the finished product is about the best 
example of outdoor decoration that 
can be devised.

It hangs on like grim 
death and sends its feelers into every 
bit of richness in the soil. It has num- 
berless little hangers-on or parasites 
and where it once gets rooted neither 
fire nor sword will dislodge it. It 
seeds itself lavishly and it cannot even 
be plowed up. Dynamite will not ob- 
literate it and nothing but a manicure 
girl or a painless dentist can pick up 
its roots or pry it from its moorings. 
So far as known it is the only grass 
that will grow on a barb-wire fence.

In Love and War. 


;t IS surely a queer combination to 
combine love with war. 

antithetical rather than sympathetical 
one with the other, yet humanity has 
combined them in a proverb: “All is 
fair in love and war.” 

Is all fair either in love or in war? 
Of course not exactly, and yet by the 
common consent of mankind things are 
permitted in both enterprises that are 
forbidden in others. 

The great war now raging in Europe 
is testing the truth and wisdom of this 
proverb as it has never been tested be- 
fore. .For example, as a war ruse it 
has been recognized as not merely tol- 
erable, but entirely proper for a ship at 
sea, either a warship or a merchant ves- 
sel unable to protect herself from the 
enemy, to fly a neutral flag and thus 
escape capture if possible. It has also 
béen recognized that in order to de- 
ceive an enemy ship, it is permissible to 
fly a neutral flag until at close range 
and then let go all her guns, belching 
shot and shell upon the enemy's ship. 

There are new elements in war today 
never known before, and others little 
in use heretofore now in much use. 
The airship as a war craft is being used 
for the first time in the conflict now 
raging in the Old World, at least as a 
destructive engine. Then the sub- 
marine is being used in a much more 

eneral and effective way than ever be- 
ore. 

Another circumstance in the present 
war that makes a unique condition 
among the nations is that the wide ex- 
tent of its scope, coupled with the wide 
extent of the scope of commerce of to- 
day, involves neutral nations in a much 
more intimate and important way than 
has ever existed heretofore. 

The upshot of these changed condi- 
tions in modern warfare compared with 
the past will, in our opinion, surely call 
for a very general change in inter- 
national laws governing the conduct of 
belligerents toward neutrals and in-

Sprouted Oats for Poultry. 
A correspondent from Los Angeles writes 


asking about sprouted oats for poultry, and/| 


of its feeding values. 
It is not uncommon for breeders and fan- 


ciers to grow sprouted oats as a green food. 


for poultry, but as to its economic values, it 
seems to us that it is cheaper to provide 
other green foods which do not call for so 
much time and care in preparation. In feed- 
ing value oats average well with other 
grains, but their woody hulls somewhat nega- 
tive their use. To overcome this some breed- 
ers feed oats after being soaked afew hours, 
while others give preference to sprouted 
oats. In this condition they possess a tonic 
value. The nutritive elements are changed, 
as in the process of digestion, and so take 
the place of other green foods. The meth- 
ods employed are simple, viz.: put the grain 
into a shallow box and dampen with warm 
water, and allow to stand in a warm place 
for twenty-four hours. After this they are 
spread out to a depth of about an inch and 
kept moist until the sprouts are from three 
to five inches long. Usually bedding can 
best be done in shallow wooden flats, though 
we think better results are to be attained in 
shallow galvanized iron flats, which avoid 
all taint from the wood. These should be 
kept in a shady situation. When the sprouts 
attain a height of three inches and over, 
they are ready for the fowl. The roots hav- 
ing become densely matted, the oats are cut 
out in pieces to suit, usually six to eight 
inches square, which are again broken up so 
that each bird in a pen will get access to its 
share. As with other green feeds, give only 
what will be eaten up clean in, say, twenty 
minutes. By a system of rotation the sup 
ply can be kept up indefinitely. As to econ- 
omy in feeding sprouted oats, that is a mat 
ter for individual decision. In California, 
where green food is to be grown every 
month in the year, we doubt if its practice 
will ever become general.

What a season for the planting of trees' 
Rains have come just right and the price 
of trees was never so low before. Here are 
offered the finest two-year-old olive trees 
at 25c to 35c each, balled, f.o.b. nursery; 
also lemon trees and oranges. 

One can profitably make room in his door- 
yard for two or three stately olive trees. 
Don’t plant them along the fence line but 
group them in a cluster. I would like to 
see a hundred thousand olive trees planted 
in the dooryards of Los Angeles this year. 
Then mother or sister could easily learn to 
pickle the ripe olives and if once one has 
them home-made he will be sorry to have 
to eat them from cans any more. The 
pickling of ripe olives is a simple process. 
They cannot be kept on hand many weeks 
if they are done to the best flavor, but even 
when they are handled properly they won't 
keep long. If we had more fruitful trees in 
our dooryards perhaps we could get up 
enough interest to keep them free of scale. 
Plums, peaches and pears are now in 
order and must be planted at once. The 
avacado or alligator pear will well repay 
planting, of which more will be said later. 
The price of success with dooryard fruit 
trees is intelligent attention only. This at- 
tention will be a joy and delight when one 
knows how. With the alligator pears which 
are now selling at $1 per fruit in the local 
market, there is no reason why one may not 
have a dooryard tree as easily as he might 
have figs. The only additional trouble is 
that one must give the trunk of the tree 
protection from sun scald for three years. 
And that protection means that the garden- 


leaves of the tree will tell the story, and 
the eye will soon note if the paper wrapping 
around the trunk has slipped up or down so 
that one spot is getting burned by the sun. 
Not less than one million young fruit trees 
are ruined in California every year by sun- 
burn after they have been carefully planted. 
While buying trees just order some tree 
protectors, because wrapped paper does 
come loose by wind action. 


The Grape Arbor. 


AVE you dreamed of a rustic grape 

arbor in your dooryard? You can begin 
to get it right now better than any other 
time, as the nurserymen and seedmen have 
the fine-rooted cuttings that should go at 
once into the ground. We do not expect 
to get good grapes from  arbor-grown 
Malagas, Tokays and Cornichons, but they 
will cover an arbor very well, and if prop- 
erly sprinkled with sulphur just as the new 
growth appears they will produce fine clug- 
ters. I would, however, intersperse them 
with the Eastern Concord grape. Occasion- 
ally it will refuse to grow, but the addition 
of lime to the soil may remedy the local 
condition, for the Concord grows successful- 
ly in many places about Los Angeles. Lay 
out the line of your arbor and plant the 
vines this month. Properly stake them and 
protect them and you need not finish build- 
ing the arbor for one or two years, at which 
time you will have the growing vines ready 
to cover it.

How- 
ever, the great auction markets; wherein 
are sold the trainloads of oranges both from 
California and from Florida, to the highest 
bidders, give us fortunately a range of 
public figures on immense wholesale quan- 
tities that voices exactly the public estima- 
tion of the two oranges. For the first time 
in history, Florida oranges sold in the New 
York market last year, up to February 
1 averaged 9 centg a box higher than the 
total sales of California navel oranges up 
to that date.

Deaths From Whooping Cough.

lungs, thus supplying in concentrated form 
the essential gas which is highly diluted, 
and therefore much less effective, in atmos- 
pheric air. 

The pulmotor is part of the equipment 
of every modern hospital. And there ir al- 
ways an operator at hand, ready to answer 
emergency calls. 

Carrying the Injured.—-Carrying an _  ir- 
jured person, particularly an unconscious 
one, is a difficult undertaking, practically 
impossible single-handed unless one under- 
stands how to go about it. Even a strong 
man will find great difficulty in getting an 
unconscious person off the ground at all by 
haphazard lifting, and in any event the 
intelligent aid of a second person will save 
the. victim from possible injury. 

, Two persons can carry an injured man 
mucn more easily, and better, than half a 
dozen. They should kneei facing each other 
on either side of the patient, the one at the 
right locking the fingers of his right hand 
with those of his companion’s teft under the 
patient's thighs. The free arms, right and 
left respectively, are then thrust under the 
victim’s shoulders, and each helper seizes 
his companion’'s coat sleeve at the shoulder. 
In this manner their arms form a strong 
eradle which supports the hips and back; 
and two men fan carry 2 third a long dis- 
tance in this manner without great exertion. 

If the victim can use his arms, the old- 
fashioned “cat’s-cradle” method of carry- 
ine (the “four-handed seat”) can scarcely 
be improved upon. To make this seat, both 
bearers grasp their left wrists with their 
disengaged hands. This seat should not be 
used if the patient is “wobbly” and likely 
to fall backward, or able to help himself 
oniy slightly. In such cases the four-handed 
seat modified into a three-handed one with 
back support should be used. 

To make this, one assistant grasps his left 
wrist with his right hand, and with his left 
hand grasps his companion’s right wrist, 
who in turn clasps the right wrist of the 
other man. This leaves the second assist- 
ant’s left arm free to support the patient's 


plished with less discomfort to them by two 
persons working intelligently than by one 
person unassisted. 


Turning the Eyelid.—Every person should 
be able to evert (that is, turn up,) an eye 
lid. And any person can do this easily if 
he knows how—if he remembers two or 
three simple rules, and applies them. If 
not, no amount of clumsy and painful ma- 
nipulation will succeed. ; 

The common method of turning a lid is 
that of placing the end of a match, or pencil, 
protected by a handkerchief, on the upper 
lid, seizing the lashes with the free thumb 
and finger, and rolling the lid upward. This 
method will succeed, but the same thing 
may be accomplished more easily, and bet- 
tter, with the fingers alone. 

This is done by seizing the lashes with 
the thumb and forefinger, pulling the lid 
downward, meanwhile instructing the pa- 
tient to “look down and keep looking down.” 
Now place the forefinger of the free hand 
at the top of the lid and make gentle pres- 
sure against the eyeball, lifting the lid by 
the lashes at the same time—and the thing 
is done. The offending particle will usually 
be seen on the exposed surface of the lid, 
and may be removed with the corner of a 
handkerchief. | 

The secret of success in this manipulation 
lies in having the patient “look down” fix- 
edly. For this position of the eyeball re 
laxes the tension from above in the lid, and 
makes turning the lid a simple matter. 
Without this help from the patient it may 
be impossible to evert the lid; but given 
this aid, the manipulation is easy, even for 
a novice. 

Turning the lid should not be attempted 
until the simpler methods of removing the 
foreign object have been tried. Pulling the 
upper lid down by the lashes over the lower 
lid, and keeping it there for a minute or 
two may accomplish this; and blowing the 
nostril vigorously on the same side is help- 
ful. In any event, do not follow the natu- 
ral impulse to rub the injured eye. Rub- 
bing the uninjured eye is much better— 
largely because it prevents rubbing the in- 
jured one. Whether the foreign substance 
is removed or not, it is a good plan to drop 
into the eye a drop or two of castor oil or 
sweef oll. 


Knifeless Surgery. 


In recent years surgery has forged far 
ahead of most other departments of medi- 
cine. It has reached a stage closely ap- 
proaching perfection, and as a result hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons are alive and 
well today who would otherwise have 
passed on, or remained hopeless invalids. 

But this dazzling success has not blinded 
thoughtful surgeons to the probability that 
the knife is, after all, a temporary emer- 
gency agent, which will eventually be sup-

as a trivial disease, and consequently pay 
little attention to treatment or prevention. 
But, as pointed out in a recent United 
States Public Health Report, this disease 
ranks as a “dangerous malady,” judged by 
the number of deaths from it annually.

hood gives the following astonishing rec- 
ord: More than 11,000 deaths in this coun- 
try each year from whooping cough, directly 
or indirectly; more than 11,000 deaths from 
scarlet fever; something over 12,000 deaths 
from measles; and 21,000 deaths from dipth- 
theria. Ninety-five per cent. of these 
deaths from whooping cough occur during 
the first five years of life, and a majority of 
these during the first two years. 

It is appafent, therefore, that this disease 
is especially fatal in infancy, somewhat less 
so in early childhood, and of no special dan- 
ger after five years of age. So that every 
parent should make _ strenuous efforts to 
prevent children becoming infected before 
the fifth year. 

Perhaps the most surprising thing in 
these public-health records is the statement 
that diphtheria is responsible for less than 
twice the number of deaths attributed to 
whooping cough. A few years ago diphthe- 
ria was fatal in about 60 per cent. of cases; 
and whole communities were decimated by 
the disease. But although the disease is 
still about as common as formerly, we now 
have a remedy in diphtheria antitoxin which 
cuts down the mortality. 

Whooping cough, on the other hand, is 
still about as intractable as ever; and up to

who interfered with such trees. 

Lee Kia Guan ridiculed the idea of such a 
thing, and pointed out that no European or 
educated person believed in “haunted” trees, 
but only the ignorant coolies. Three days 
later, while Lee Kia Guan was on his way 
to town in his motor car, just as he passed 
under this tree a huge branch fell right 
across the car, killing him on the spot and 
smashing all the front part of the car. When 
examined the branch showed no trace of the 
ravages of white ants, and there seemed to 
be no reason for its having broken, as there 
was no wind that morning.

Stones That Give Light.

In rarified air cer- 
tain diamonds emit a blue fluorescent light 
resembling that which sulphate of quinine 
gives under the same circumstances, and in 
vacuo a diamond of four or five carats gives 
a luminous effect which is equal to twenty- 
candle power.

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Pruning Unnecessary. 


AN ACACIA THAT 18 SUITABLE FOR 
LAZY FOLKS. 
A CACIA MELANOXYLON, the “Black- 


wood,” may fittingly be dubbed the 


“lazy man’s street tree,” for of the 
many species of acacias we grow it is the 


only one needing no pruning. It grows so 


quietly and steadily, and circumspectly, 
that one scarcely notes it except for its vig- 
orous annual growth and attendant increase 
in size. It roots deeply and securely in 


loose soils, and in times of high winds is 


often the only species, not pruned, that 
withstands heavy windstorms without dam- 
age. After a “norther” along the foothills 
above the city, some years ago, the Black- 
wood was the only one of nine species of 
acacias left standing in the grounds of a 
large sanatorium. Excessive rains had 
softened the soil to a great depth, and the 
strong wind had blown all others over by 
reason of their being top-heavy through lack 
of pruning and rooting superficially. These 
were heavily cut back, stood upright again 
and are now large, firmly-rooted, beautiful 
acacias. But the Blackwood | exacted no 
such labor, or worry, and are still “on the 
job,” and now the owner of the grounds 
plants no other species of acacia. 

While not ideal from the writer's point of 
view, there is little to urge against the uni- 
versal planting of this splendid tree; it is 
not, however, suited to heavy, stiff soils. Its 
blossoms are not so golden as those of most 
species, its somber, Quaker-like gray, in 
color not so “lively” as other shades of aca- 
cia greens, and*its shade in its younger days 
is not so far-flung as the more spreading, 
umbrageous species. But to offset this, it 
requires no pruning except to cut off the 
leader or tip of main shaft at ten to fifteen 
feet in height so that it will spread rather 
than become spire-like in growth. It 
makes no far-reaching or abnormal side 


branches calling for annual or semi-annual | 


pruning, as do all other species, and for 


“ many locations in light soils, is preferable 


to all others: in fact, it is the only one that 
may safely and economically be used. 
Especially is this true of coastal localities, 
where strong, ever-prevailing sea breezes 
either cause thé average tree to “list” heav- 
ily to landward or tears away the larger 
“out-rigging” branches. It is this economy 
of nature, added to many other strong 
points in its favor, that has made this tree 
more universal on streets and roadsides, ex- 
cept in heavy soils, than any other species 


‘of acacia, and doubtless will keep the 
“Blackwood” well up to the head of the list 


of best street trees for all time to come. 
When in doubt. or wishing to be relieved of 
future care and worry, you will act wisely if 
you plant Acacia melanoxylon, if the soil is 
loose, for while we may have personal 
preference, there are no species of acacias 
unworthy of extensive use in California. 


Acacia Longifolia. 


T RIVERSIDE, in the A. S. White Park, 
Potion the best specimens of Acacia 
longifolia known to the writer. and the situ- 
ation presents a strong argument for un- 
usual value for swampy districts. The 
park site was originally somewhat marsh- 
like, with a heavy, mucky soil well charged 
with alkali and containing much decaying 
vegetable matter. In this medium Acacia 
longifolia has attained large size, perfect 
health, and bears an annual crop of flowers 
that is truly gorgeous. Similar trees in Los 
Angeles, in dry. gravelly soils, have made 
less than one-fourth as mvch_ growth. 
These trees have passed as Acacia Ictifolia, 
a species that doubtless is not to be found 
in California. 


Sterilization of Soils. 


ROM experiments made at the Univer- 
sity of California in sterilization of 
greenhouse aud potting soils it would ap- 
pear we are to have a much cheaper method 
than the old and expersive one of steam- 
ing or baking. This is accomplished by 
mixing granulated cyanide (pure sodium 
cyanide) with the soil and keeping it in a 
closed bin or covered with a tight canvas 
for about a week, afterward shoveling it 


_over several times to aerate. 


Aside from the comparative cheapness of

this method is the complete destruction of 
molds that destroy seeds before germina- 
tion, also the “damping-off” fungi, weed 
seeds, and insects; the avoidance of humus 
destruction as in the methods now in use 
and the addition of a nitrogen fertilizer to 
the soil. No expensive equipment is neces- 
sary. A local firm is now conducting 
demonstrative experiments in this end of 
the State, the outcome of which will doubt- 
less lead to a revolution in soil sterilization. 


Evergreen Fruit Trees. 


HERE is evident a growing appreciation 

of evergreen fruit trees for the dual pur- 
pose of gardening for profit and pleasure, 
combined. Among the many other claim- 
ants for popular favor the cherimoya or cus- 
tard apple is entitled to consideration. The 
tree will not endure heavy frosts without 
harm nor will seedling trees always bring 
pleasing results, yet every large garden 
should contain one or more, to be retained 
until fruiting. If then proven unprofitable, 
replace with another; if unacceptable, with 
some other kind of semi-tropic fruit tree.

Rose Cuttings. 


A J. 3. of this city wishes to know if it 
eis necessary or advisable to cut rose 
slips close to a joint at bottom end. It is 
not necessary, for the writer has seen a 
would-be propagator, foreman of a nursery, 
who chopped them up with pruning shears, 
without paying any attention to buds. And 
some of them grew. It is better, however, 
to cut them about one-fourth inch below a 
bud, beginning cut on tud side and silant- 
ing through wood on about a 45-degree 
angle. It is as well when doing any work 
to do it right and in the best way, and the 
present writer, through long years of prac- 
tical experience and much experiment, be- 
lieves a larger per cent. of better roses is 
obtainable by observing these directions. 
Of course, anyone can propagate roses with 
some success; so may any child with a box 
of colors paint some sort of a picture.

ink and Built-in Tabies. 


[Woman's Home Companion:] Make room 
for a long table at one side of the sink, any- 
how; if it is possible to put the sink near 
the middle of a side of the room, with tables 
on each side of the sink, al] the better. 
Both sink and tables should be placed high 
enough to enable you to work there without 
stooping, and as it is best to have no spcae 


_| between them, it is an excellent plan to 


have the tables bulit in the house. 
Before selecting the furnishing for your 


kitchen, ask to see one made all in one 
piece—an integral sink, it is called. If you 
can afford one you never will regret having 
bought it. It is of all steel and white en- 
amel, having one or two drainboards, as you 
may choose, all inside the sink. If you buy 
the usual one-piece sink, have both that and 
the tables mounted on the wall with brack- 
ets, so that there will be no legs to hinder 
swift mopping. 

Zine Covering for Cleanliness. 


A nice covering for such built-in tables 
is a single piece of zinc bent down and 
fastened under the front edge of the table, 
bent up at an angle of the table and the 
wall, and extending up the wall about eight- 
een inches behind. With a bit of plain mold- 
ing to finish it off at the top, you have some- 
thing easily kept clean; and the molding 
is a splendid place of cup hooks, to hold 
many little articles that are in constant use. 
Care should be taken to see that all sharp 
edges of the metal are securely fastened. 


THE INDOOR PLANTS. 
Even Temperature Necessary. 


[Philadelphia Press:} Most people 
haven't a hothouse, with its good moist, 
even heat, in which to raise their beloved 
plants. Some have glass enclosed porches, 
and if these are heated there should be 
great pleasure and success in winter garden- 
ing. My own little enclosed spot being un- 
heated, I cannot use it after Christmas. 

The room need not be so very warm (I 
have this on the best authority) but the heat 
should be as even as possible. Unhealth- 
iness arises from extremes of heat and cold 
and moisture, or from neglect. More harm 
is done by placing plants in a room that is 
hot by day and cold by night, and then hot) 
again the next day, than by keeping them 
in a room with very little heat, if that heat 
is even. 

Furnace Heat Destructive. 


A steam heated house is by far the easiest 
in which to grow plants. Coal gas is their 
deadliest enemy. If the furnace, when 
banked for the night, gives off unpleasant 
fumes, you may expect your plants to die 
very rapidly. Have the furnace examined, 
if not for your own health’s sake, then for 
the lives of your plants. Keep them in a 
room, where the heat need not be shut off 
at night.
